Upon arrival our temperatures were checked and we had to sign in, we were offered gloves and 
masks but we had them already on. 


We scanned all 220 articles and placed them in numerical order from highest to lowest per tower. 


Simon advised us to store the articles and mail behind the entry checkpoint as it would be maned 
at all times and secure in this location. 


We walked Simon through the order of delivery for each tower, he was appreciative of the effort 
we had gone to ensure ease of delivery for his staff. 


Senior ‘een RITE also exchanged details with for future reference and we made 


an agreed check ın of 2:00pm to check how the deliveries went.
